Annual  Report  for  year  1913. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  you  with  my  thirty-first  Annual  Report,  for  the 
past  year  1 9 1 3. 

I shall  follow  the  same  routine  as  in  previous  reports. 

A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

J. — Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  district  mostly 
fiat,  undulating  in  other  parts.  Subsoil  various.  Clay,  Gravel,  Peat, 
chiefly  Keuper  Marl  and  Sandstone. 

2. — Social  Conditions.  Chiefly  agriculture.  There  is  some  resi- 
dential population.  Workhouse  acc  >mmodation  67.  Number  of  In- 
mates (December  31st,  1313)  24.  Number  receiving  Out-door  Relief 
December,  31st,  1913,  62  ; twelve  more  than  in  1912. 

Lancaster  and  Preston  Infirmaries  both  receive  patients  gratuitously 
from  vour  District,  chiefly  Preston. 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  t he  District. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board  continues  to  spread  in 
your  District,  hut  owing  to  the  cost  and  scattered  nature  of  your  Dis- 
trict the  supply  does  not  spread  with  the  continual  demand  now  so  ap- 
parent. 

Pilling. — No  definite  advance  has  been  ma  le  here.  Much  as  this 
township  requires  a wholesome  and  pure  supply  of  water  such  is  not 
forthcoming. 

An  estimate  has  been  received  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board  of  the 
cost  of  water  supply  to  the  townships  of  Pilling,  Winmarleigh  and  por- 
tions of  adjoining  Townships  in  your  district,  and  to  the  Township  of 
Cockerham  in  the  Lancaster  Rural  District.  The  total  estimate  is 
£33,638.  At  the  close  of  the  year  nothing  definite  had  been  agreed 
upon  by  the  two  Councils,  but,  the  matter  will  he  further  considered  in 
a short  time. 

Myerscough  which  chiefly  belongs  to  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster 
requires  a pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water. 

Bilsborrow  also  is  in  much  need  of  a supply. 

These  two  Townships  are  contiguous  to  each  other  and  a scheme 
mi«rht  he  arrived  at  beneficial  to  both. 

C'alder  Yale  water  supply  continues  satisfactory.  It  has  proved  a 
great  benefit  to  the  locality. 

Every  attempt  should  be  made  to  group  areas  and  lay  on  a pure 
and  wholesome  supply  of  water.  The  more  experience  I get  of  wells 
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In  your  District  the  more  do  I feel  that  they  become  an  existing  source 
of  danger  from  contamination. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Wyre  with  its  tributaries,  Calder  and  Brock,  flows  through 
your  District.  There  is  no  marked  sewage  contamination  of  these 
streams.  Fish  are  healthy  in  the  Wyre  and  cattle  freely  drink  from 
the  streams. 

DRAINAGE. 

Closet  Accommodation. — I hope  to  see  the  old  style  of  privy  en- 
tirely removed  from  your  District  at  an  early  date. 

I am  not  impressed  with  the  pail  system.  Water  removal  is  the 
best,  and  where  such  cannot  be  obtained,  an  earth  closet  can  often  be 
easily  provided,  which  is  quite  sanitary  and  inexpensive.  Fresh  soil, 
such  as  the  top  layer  of  the  garden  soil,  is  the  best  for  this  purpose  and 
easily  obtained.  I am  anxious  to  see  a more  general  introduction  of 
the  water  closet  in  your  neighbourhood,  and  where  not  available  an 
earth  closet. 

The  old  style  of  privy  must  disappear.  It  is  an  actual  source  of 
danger  to  health. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  23  in  your  District. 

These  schools  had  on  December  31st,  1913,  1,612  children  on  the 
books  as  compared  with  1,660  on  the  same  date  1912 

No  addition  to  schools  has  beeu  made.  No  new  schools  have  been 
erected. 

Sanitary  Condition. — Your  special  attention  has  been  directed  to 
the  bad  water  supply  of  England  Hill  School,  which  is  situated  in  Pil- 
ling. The  water  supply  here  is  positively  dangerous. 

Eight  schools  have  been  closed. 

January. — Ilambleton,  for  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

January.— Bleasdale,  for  Measles. 

March. — St.  Michaels,  for  Scarlet  Fever. 

March. — Nateby  Council  School  for  Measles  and  Whooping;  Cough. 
April. — England  Hill  School  for  Measles. 

June. — Bends  for  Scarlet  Fever. 

October — Claughton  for  Mumps. 

October — Calder  Vale  for  Measles. 

FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  Your  District  continues  as  a large  milk  produc- 
ing centre. 

No  complaints  have  beeu  received  by  me  as  to  the  milk  supplied 
by  farmers  in  your  area. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1913,  should  undoubtedly  have  an  effect 
in  reducing  risks  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  milk. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  is  at  once  seen  when  it  is  estimated 
that  at  least  2 per  cent,  of  the  cows  in  Great  Britain  have  tuberculous 
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udders,  while  the  total  number  of  tuberculous  beasts  in  this  country  is 
aboul  1,600,000,  this  is  considered  a moderate  estimate. 

The  magnitude  and  importance  of  these  figures  is  not  yet  fully  re- 
cognised by  the  profession  to  which  I belong  or  the  public. 

The  risk  from  this  source  of  young  children  acquiring  tuberculosis 
is  indeed  great,  and  every  legitimate  means  should  be  carried  out  to 
avoid  it..  Some  central  means  of  submitting  milk  periodically  to  bac- 
teriological examination  and  a definite  organisation  on  the  subject  would 
materially  affect  for  good  the  tuberculosis  of  young  children. 

A child  acquiring  tuberculosis  at  an  early  age  is  (like  the  young 
tree  becoming  diseased)  likely  more  or  less  damaged  for  life,  the  dam- 
age being  the  degree  and  locality  of  infection. 

Your  special  Committee  continues  to  do  good  work  under  the 
“ Cowsheds  and  Dairies  Order.” 

Your  task  is  no  easy  one,  and  the  whole  question  as  affecting  your 
District  is  vast  and  requires  most  careful  handling. 

Agriculture  is  handicapped  both  from  the  owners’  and  occupiers’ 
points  of  view,  both  are  financially  receiving  a small  return,  and  any 
great  increases  in  expenditure  by  serious  structural  alterations  will 
likely  further  embarrass  both,  and  in  some  cases  might  lead  to  land 
being  unoccupied,  indeed  a very  serious  position. 

Much  can  be  done  on  this  question  by  ventilation,  better  lighting, 
and,  perhaps  more  than  anything,  thorough  cleanliness  by  the  occupier, 
combined  with  good  drainage. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I fully  laid  before  you  this  important 
question  of  milk,  and  I should  like  again  to  refer  you  to  that  report.  I 
still  adhere  to  the  points  therein  mentioned. 

(b)  Other  Foods. — One  case  of  mussel  poisoning  was  brought  to 
my  notice,  and  although  the  mussels  were  sold  freely  in  the  neighbour- 
hood this  was  the  only  outbreak  of  which  1 received  information. 

A careful  inspection  has  taken  place  of  the  Slaughter-houses  in 
this  District,  and  meat  sold  has  generally  been  in  good  condition.  Late 
in  the  year  one  carcase  was  condemned  by  me  as  quite  unfit  for  human 
food,  the  beast  being  generally  extensively  tuberculosed  and  yet  in 
good  condition.  The  butcher,  in  this  case,  much  to  his  credit,  reported 
this  beast  on  slaughter  to  the  Inspector. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  such  cases  no  compensation  is  forthcoming 
by  law.  An  honest  declaration  by  an  interested  party  under  such  cir- 
cumstances should  receive  a reward.  Had  this  beast  been  submitted  to 
the  Local  Authority  alive,  tuberculosis  suspected,  and  the  animal 
slaughtered,  compensation  would  have  been  forthcoming,  according  to 
the  \ alue  of  the  beast,  which  in  this  case  would  have  been  consider- 
able, the  nutrition  of  the  animal  being  good. 

Wisely,  I think,  your  Council  called  attention  to  a distinct  legal 
anomaly  which  evidently  exists  under  such  circumstances. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Slaughter-houses  are  good. 

(c)  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — No  prosecutions  have  taken 
place  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  more  especially  taken  in 
hand  by  the  County  Authorities. 
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(d)  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912. — I called  your  special  at- 
tention to  these  in  my  last  year’s  report. 

The  milk  supply  from  your  district  is  on  the  whole,  good,  and  it 
is  quite  the  exception  to  find  the  addition  of  any  preservative  or  foreign 
ingredient, 

THE  HOUSING  QUESTION. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  this  question  witli  no  definite  re- 
sult. I beg  to  remind  you  of  my  report  of  last  year,  1912,  to  which  I 
still  adhere.  I still  believe  that  no  definite  progress  will  be  made  in 
Rural  Districts  without  State  Aid,  The  question  is  national  and 
national  means  are  required  to  effectively  carry  out,  what  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a real  need  in  such  a District  as  yours,  viz. : — “ The  provision 
of  cottages  for  the  labouring  classes  with  a little  land  attached.” 

The  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  does  not  entirely  meet  the 
wants  of  purely  agricultural  and  rural  districts. 

Some  such  scheme  as  the  Labourers  “ Ireland  Act  ” of  1906  would 
appear  very  applicable  to  such  a District  as  yours. 

Under  this  scheme  good  cottages  have  been  built  throughout 
Ireland  at  rents  which  the  labourers  are  able  to  pay,  yet  without  in- 
creasing the  local  burdens. 

Under  the  Labourers  “ Ireland  Act,”  1906.  £4,250,000  was  author- 
ised to  be  advanced,  and  the  total  loans  to  March,  1910,  amounted  to 
£2,201,340,  while  the  total  amount  of  loans  under  that  and  former 
Acts  was  £5,616,620. 

If  the  principles  of  the  Act  were  applied  to  England,  Rural  Coun- 
cils would  be  authorised  to  borrow  sums  for  the  erection  of  cottages  at 
3^  per  cent.,  repayable,  both  capita:  and  interest,  in  68f  years.  The 
repayment  woul  fall  to  the  extent  of  only  64  per  cent,  of  the  total  upon 
local  rates  and  36  per  cent  on  the  Imperial  Exchequer.  Thus  for £100 
borrowed  only  £2  1 7 would  fall  upon  the  local  rates. 

It  ought  to  be  quite  easy  to  put  up  a really  good  cottage  with  a 
quarter  of  an  acre  of  land  at  £200,  and  these  cottages  could  be  let  at 
more  than  £4  3 2 per  year  or  1/9  per  week  (this  would  be  an  ample 
margin  for  depreciation  and  repairs),  so  that  there  would  be  no  charge 
at  all  upon  the  rates,  and  at  the  end  of  68^  years  the  cottages  would 
become  the  property  of  the  Local  District  Council  and  the  rent  would 
go  to  reduce  the  local  rates. 

Some  owners  might  be  disposed  to  give  the  land  when  the  result 
would  be  still  better. 

The  total  number  of  cottages  built  in  Ireland  prior  to  the  Act  of 
1906  was  20,634,  and  it  was  estimated  that  25,000  more  could  be  pro- 
vided under  the  Act. 

I fully  realise  that  there  is  not  one  single  member  of  your  Council 
who  is  not  wholly  alive  to  the  importance  of  the  cottage  for  the  labourer 
and  his  family,  and  I feel  that  each  and  all  of  you  are  ready  and  willing 
to  make  every  effort  to  bring  such  about,  but  you  are  averse,  and  1 
think  justly  so,  to  increase  the  burden  of  local  rating. 

The  farming  industry  is  undoubtedly  suffering  owing  to  the  lack 
of  labourers’  cottages  adjacent  to  the  farmer’s  holding. 
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Equally  important  is  the  fact  that  the  very  absence  of  good  cottage 
dwellings  causes  a migration  to  the  towns  of  useful  and  healthy  lives 
that  ultimately  deprives  the  rural  land  of  families  so  essential  to  its 
stability  and  well  being. 

It  in  prudent  and  wise  in  these  days  of  sanitary  science  that  those 
who  marry  should  well  consider  the  responsibilities  of  married  life  and 
that  there  should  he  a prospect  of  bringing  up  a healthy  family  with 
Sanitary  surroundings  and  a decent  dwelling  in  which  to  live. 

However  sturdy  and  healthy  the  stock  may  be  to  commence  with 
it  is  idle  to  assume  that  such  may  continue  healthy  unless  there  is  good 
plain  food,  g iod  water  supply  and  drainage,  and  a decent  dwelling  to 
live  in.  All  are  essential  to  the  upbringing  of  a healthy'  and  stable 
population. 

It  is  quite  clear  to  me  that  the  old  thatched  type  of  dwelling  with 
its  mud  walls,  its  poor  lighting,  its  deficient  breathing  space  and  venti- 
lation, combined  with  of  ten  inefficient  drainage  and  suspicious  water 
supply  must  disappear. 

The  law  of  educational  advancement  will  demand  it,  apart  from 
the  Public  Health  Acts  carried  out  by  Local  Authorities. 

I have  watched  with  interest  the  cautious  manner  in  which  you 
have  proceeded  with  regard  to  this  type  of  dwelling,  the  special  com- 
mittees which  you  have  appointed  to  inspect  the  same  (apart  from  your 
officials).  You  have  given  freely  of  your  time  on  this  subject  and  have 
shown  a keen  interest  on  this  question. 

What  is  the  result  r I am  convinced  that  you  realise  that  some 
of  these  dwellings  are  not  fit  to  be  occupied,  but  you  are  afraid  to 
exercise  your  legal  powers,  because  two  important  points  confront  you. 

(1)  If  you  condemn  and  disinhabit  where  are  the  occupants  going 

to  ? 

(2)  You  are  decreasing  your  rateable  value  and  diminishing  your 
population. 

The  two  latter  are  serious  questions. 

What  are  the  remedies  ? 

(1)  A definite  attempt  at  building  labourers’  dwellings  on  an 
equitable  financial  scheme.  I know  of  no  better  scheme  than  that  car- 
ried out  in  Ireland,  and  there  is  the  practical  result  to  be  seen,  a com- 
plete success. 

(2)  Patching  up  these  old  cottages  and  spending  considerable  sums 
of  money  which  after  all  have  no  lasting  benefit  and  do  not  render  them 
sanitary  dwellings.  These  conditions  are  not  wise  either  for  the  owner 
or  the  occupier. 

(d)  Do  nothing.  You  are  well  aware  there  are  certain  owners 
who  care  to  do  nothing  to  old  cottage  property  and  would  be  glad  if 
your  Council  would  exercise  the  authority  given  and  disinhabit  same. 

'Lite  result  of  this  position  often  leaves  the  occupier  to  partially 
mend  the  cottage  in  which  he  lives  and  by  so  doing  enrols  your  sym- 
pathy. 

It  would  appear  then  that  no  really  sound  scheme  is  available  ex- 
cept that  of  now  dwellings,  and  I feel  with  you  that  no  such  scheme  is 
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equitable  which  does  not  provide  for  those  disinhabited  by  providing  a 
new  dwelling  in  which  to  live. 

This  ought  to  be  a fundamental  principle. 

Further,  any  financial  scheme  should  work  so  as  not  to  be  a local 
burden  but  an  ultimate  help.  The  Irish  scheme  apparently  shows 
this. 

There  is  nothing  very  definite  to  report  on  this  question  beyond  the 
fact  that  there  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  plans  for 
new  houses  passed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
former  years.  The  Council  have  had  plans  of  cheap  cottages  prepared 
and  these  will  be  deposited  with  the  Parish  Councils  and  Parish  Meet- 
ings throughout  the  district  for  inspection  by  the  public.  It  is  thought 
that  this  step  might  be  an  inducement  to  landowners  and  others  to  erect 
cottages. 


C.  — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

(1)  Staff.  — An  Assistant  Inspector  was  appointed  by  you  during 
the  year.  It  is  hoped  now  that  the  Inspector  with  his  Assistant  will 
be  able  to  cope  with  the  increased  work  now  so  apparent. 

(2)  Hospital  Accommodation. — No  definite  result  is  as  yet  forth- 
coming. Your  Council  have  agreed  upon  a plan  of  Hospital  Buildings 
to  be  erected,  and  the  Inspector  is  now  engaged  in  the  final  preparation 
of  specifications  and  quantities.  So  soon  as  these  are  completed  tenders 
for  the  erection  of  the  buildings  will  be  invited. 

(3)  Administration  of  Local  Acts. — You  have  no  Local  Acts  exist- 
ing in  your  area.  You  have  adopted  the  Infectious  Disease  (Preven- 
tion) Act,  1890;  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1890;  The 
Building  in  Streets  Act,  1888. 

(4)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — Eleven  specimens  have 
been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  cases  of 
suspected  Diphtheria,  Enteric  or  Tubercle. 

Any  case  of  doubt  is  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Associa- 
tion, London,  with  whom  you  have  a contract. 

Any  doubtful  water  supplies  are  submitted  for  analysis  to  the 
Harris  Institute,  Preston. 

D,  — The  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute  Infectious 

Diseases. 

64  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  88  of  which  were 
Scarlet  Fever,  18  Tubercle,  4 Diphtheria.  3 Enteric  and  I Erysipelas. 

All  cases  were  visited,  disinfectants  and  printed  instructions  sup- 
plied, and  all  sanitary  defects  notified.

T^ he  deaths  from  notified  cases  are  : — Enteric  two  deaths,  ages  o and 
oo  years.  The  deaths  occurred  in  Out  Rawcliffe  and  Forton. 

There  are  four  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tubercul  sis,  ages  28,  37, 
4i',  and  78  years.  The  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  Townships; — 
Garstang,  Forton,  Ilambleton  and  Stalmine,  one  death  (Noil-Pulmo- 
nary) age  59,  occurring  in  the  Township  of  Pilling. 

All  occurred  in  private  practice. 

Comparing  with  last  year’s  report  there  is  an  increase  of  14  in  the 
notified  cases  and  an  increase  of  one  in  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

One  of  the  notified  cases  died  in  the  Fulwood  Isolation  Hospital” 
from  Broncho-Pneumonia. 


E. — Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

Eighteen  cases  have  been  certified  during  the  year:  — 

7 cases  affecting  the  chest  (Pulmonary). 

6 cases  affecting  the  glands  of  the  neck. 

4 cases  affecting  the  bones  and  joints. 

1 case  affecting  the  abdomen. 
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'Phe  cases  vary  in  age  from  8 months  to  78  years  of  age. 

All  cases  affecting  the  glands  of  the  neck  are  in  children  under  10 
years  old,  likely  all  due  to  the  cow  bacillus,  the  youngest  one  being  8 
months  old.

Each  case  has  been  visited,  particulars  taken,  printed  instructions 
supplied,  disinfectants,  spit-bottles  and  paper  handkerchiefs  where  re- 
quired. 

Disinfection  after  death  has  taken  place  in  all  cases. 

No  definite  organisation  has  taken  place  for  the  examination  of 
contacts.  No  arrangements  have  been  made,  as  proposed,  for  utilising 
the  services  of  the  tuberculosis  officer  or  nurses  for  the  above  purpose. 

Measures  of  cleaning  and  disinfection  have  been  carried  out. 

Three  cases  were  sent  by  you  for  sanatorium  treatment  during  the 
year.  All  received  definite  benefit  from  treatment. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  disease  continues  to  be  a source  of  great  public  danger,  both 
in  man  and  animals. 

For  the  first  year  in  the  history  of  this  country  a definite  attempt 
is  being  made  to  check  the  disease  in  both.  Clearly  such  is  a duty  with 
our  present  knowledge  of  the  disease  as  affecting  animal  and  man. 

The  tuberole  bacillus  is  common  to  both,  and  it  is  definitely  proved 
that  nearly  all  children  affected  with  tuberculosis  of  the  glands  of  the 
neck  and  the  abdominal  cavity  are  infected  with  the  cow  bacillus. 

This  is  extremely  important  and  shows  the  great  need  of  eliminat- 
ing the  tubercle  bacillus  from  cow’s  milk  now  so  dangerous  to  the  young 
child. 

As  I have  before  stated  the  attack  is  now  directed  to  both  man  and 
animals. 

(T)  The  Sanatorium  treatment  for  human  subjects  to  which  I 
specially  called  your  attention  in  my  last  year’s  report. 

(2)  The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1913.  This  came  into  operation 
May  1st  last.  This  is  an  Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  is  one 
of  great  importance  in  such  a District  as  yours,  being  chiefly  agricul- 
tural. The  Order  aims  at  securing  the  destruction  of  every  cow  found 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  or  to  be  giving  tubercul- 
ous milk,  as  well  as  all  bovine  animals  which  are  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis with  wasting. 

The  Treasury  provides  one  half  of  the  net  amount  payable  by  com- 
pensation for  slaughtered  animals  during  a period  of  five  years. 

Any  action  which  will  reduce  the  number  of  tuberculous  bovine 
animals  will  clearly  reduce  the  further  risk  of  infection  in  man  or 
animals. 

Such  action  will  require  the  greatest  care  and  caution,  because  you 
are  attacking  the  private  property  of  the  individual,  and  the  milk  supply 
from  a farm  must  continue,  and  the  livelihood  of  the  farmer  cannot  be 
geriously  menaced. 
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On  the  other  hand,  removing  beasts  dangerously  infected  and  fair 
compensation  paid  for  same  must  eventually  tend  to  improve  the  re- 
maining stock  of  cattle,  by  removing  from  their  midst  a source  of  danger 
actually  present  to  the  other  animals  or  human  attendants. 

A Veterinary  Inspector  is  called  in  to  the  assistance  of  the  Local 
Authority  with  a view  to  causing  the  slaughter  of  any  animal  in  their 
District  shown  to  be  suffering  from  any  of  the  above  forms  of  tubercu- 
losis. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  has  full  powers  to  examine  a herd  and 
mav,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  use  the  u Tuberculin  test.”  He 
niav  take  samples  of  milk,  faeces,  urine,  or  any  abnormal  discharges. 

The  Local  Authorities  are  required  by  Article  V.  to  cause  every 
animal  found  bv  them  to  be  suffering  from  one  of  the  specified  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  to  be  slaughtered.  The  animal  to  be  slaughtered  is  to  be 
valued  in  its  condition  at  the  time  of  valuation,  the  less  advanced  is  the 
disease  the  more  valuable  is  the  cow. 

Tr  tection  is  given  should  the  clinical  diagnosis  (or  post-mortem 
examination)  bo  not  found  correct. 

The  animal  condemned  and  Tuberculosis  not  found  on  post-mortem 
examination,  a sum  equal  to  the  full  value  of  the  animal,  and  a further 
sum  of  one  pound  is  to  be  paid  to  the  owner.  Where  Tuberculosis  is 
found  compensation  to  the  owner  is  made  to  depend  upon  the  extent  of 
the  disease  which  is  present. 

In  all  advanced  cases  of  Tuberculosis  80/-  may  be  taken  as  the 
sum  generally  allowed. 

The  Order  provides  for  precautions  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  the 
milk  of  suspected  animals  and  their  detention  and  isolation  whilst 
under  inspection. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  dealing  with  suspicious  animals  exposed 
at  markets,  towns,  or  sales. 

The  Order  in  my  opinion  presents  three  definite  aspects  : — 

(\)  The  General  Public  Health  of  the  community. 

(2)  The  General  Health  of  the  cattle  of  the  country. 

(8)  It  is  clearly  a definite  financial  burden  of  a serious  nature  in 
the  first  few  years  of  its  administration,  because  there  is  a largenumber 
of  advanced  cases  existing  in  many  herds  of  this  country,  which  will  be 
gradually  reduced. 

Viewed  from  any  of  the  above  aspects  an  Order  of  this  character 
is,  to  mv  mind,  one  of  great  importance,  judiciously  carried  out. 

Removing  tuberculous  cattle  and  tuberculous  milk  from  this  country 
is  bound  to  improve  the  public  health  of  the  community  at  large. 

The  removal  of  tuberculous  beasts  in  a highly  infected  condition 
from  the  herds  of  any  country  is  bound  to  improve  the  health  of  the 
remaining  beasts,  and  consequently  increase  the  value  of  the  remaining 
cattle  and  make  a more  valuable  as>-et. 

Financially  the  scheme  must  cost  a large  sum,  difficult  to  estimate, 
depending  much  on  the  care  and  discretion  in  administering  same. 

In  my  opinion  the  State  should  have  met  the  entire  cost  of  the 
Order  at  any  rate  for  the  first  five  years,  for  the  whole  question  in  man 
and  animal  is  truly  national. 
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Now  what  is  the  position  of  the  farmer  ? 

As  first  sight  he  might  be  deemed  a sufferer,  but  1 do  not  think  in 
the  end  he  will  prove  to  be  so. 

From  experience  and  observation  I have  found  how  loathe  a farmer 
is  to  clear  from  his  herd  a beast  which  to  the  naked  eye  does  not  show 
real  serious  disease,  but  yet  is  not  maintaining  its  flesh  and  bloom.  In 
many  of  these  cases  lurking  tubercle  is  behind  the  scenes  and  time  goes 
on  and  the  animal  is  kept  until  such  becomes  a danger  to  the  other  cattle 
in  the  herd  as  well  as  to  human  beings. 

Two  evident  dangers  are  apparent  ; — 

(1)  The  spread  of  infection. 

(‘2)  Decreased  value,  and  yet  better  feeding  has  probably  been 
instituted  causing  further  financial  outlay. 

The  real  lesson  is  that  the  animal  should  be  slaughtered  at  an  earl- 
ier stage,  a better  value  realised,  likely  fit  for  food,  and  infection 
checked. 

There  is  no  getting  beyond  the  fact  that  the  more  advanced  Tuber- 
culosis is  in  man  or  animal  the  more  infectious  does  it  become.  The 
moral  is  apparent. 

This  Order  to  he  a success,  must  have  the  co-operation  of  the 
Agricultural  community,  and  I trust  all  farmers  throughout  your  area 
will  assist  the  Local  Authority  and  Veterinary  Inspector  in  carrying 
out  this  important  work. 

The  scheme  is  vast  and  must  be  linked  up  all  round  or  it  will  fail, 
the  object  is  for  the  good  of  all  and  all  must  co-operate  if  good  is  to  be 
obtained 

I have  felt  for  years  that  no  scheme  could  thoroughly  attack  T uber- 
culosis  which  did  not  aim  at  a combined  attack  on  the  disease’  in  man 
and  animals.  Such  has  now  arrived  and  the  ultimate  result  by  combi- 
nation I do  not  doubt. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1913. 

Fourteen  cases  of  dangerously  infected  animals  have  been  notified  to 
you  by  the  County  Authority.  These  cases  have  occurred  in  the  dif-

Acute  Rheumatism  is  now  quite  uncommon  in  your  District. 
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Chronic  Rheumatism,  on  the  other  hand,  fairly  apparent. 

Rickets  is  comparatively  uncommon. 

Acute  Enteritis  and  Pneumonia  are  much  less  common  and  both 
are  undergoing  a distinct  modification. 

Venereal  Diseases  and  their  complications  are  much  less  marked 
than  in  former  years. 

There  has  been  no  further  outbreak  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomye- 
litis. The  outbreak  which  occurred  in  the  neighbouring  District  of  the 
Fylde,  which  adjoins  you,  has,  I fear,  left  three  permanent  cripples. 
Amongst  young  children  this  is  indeed  a sad  disease. 

G. — Means  of  Preventing  Mortality  in  Childbirth  and  in 
Infancy. 

J 

You  had  again  under  your  consideration  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  1907,  L.G.  B.  Circular,  July,  1913.  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Feed- 
ing of  Infants,  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  This  Act  compels 
the  notification  of  a birth  to  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
within  36  hou Vs.  The  object  being  to  place  the  child  and  mother  under 
the  best  possible  conditions  and  give  instructions  to  the  mother  as  to 
the  feeding  of  the  new-born  child.  This  is  to  be  done  by  a special 
nurse  visitor,  acting  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  such  a scattered  District  as  yours  it  would  be  no  easy  matter 
to  work  such  an  Act,  and  considerable  expenditure  would  be  required. 
I estimate  that  at  least  three  nurses  would  be  required  (each  placed  at 
a separate  centre)  to  work  this  Act  in  your  District,  divided  into  special 
areas. 

Intelligent  women  carrying  out  this  work  could  act  as  school 
nurses,  tuberculosis  visitor,  take  notes  of  sanitary  defects,  report  to  the 
Inspector  thereon. 

The  effect  of  such  an  organisation  is  bound  to  be  good,  and  would 
certainly  reduce  infant  mortality  and  improve  health  generally. 

Good  work  is  done  by  the  Garstang  and  Barnacre  Nursing  Asso- 
ciations, but  such  is  limited  and  the  attention  of  the  nurses  is  more 
directly  on  those  who  are  ill. 

'Phis  Act  aims  at  the  systematic  visitation  of  the  homes  of  infants 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a view  to  the 
removal  of  conditions  in  and  about  their  homes  which  facilitate  the 
spread  of  infectious  or  other  diseases. 

Whiht  writing  on  this  question  of  infantile  mortality  I shall  again 
emphasise  the  great  amount  of  harm  done  by  feeding  bottle  with  long 
tubes,  glass  or  rubber.  They  are  to  my  mind  positively  dangerous  to 
the  health  of  young  children.  The  same  applies  to  dummy  teats.  By 
c instant  use  both  become  germ-laden  and  a positive  source  of  danger, 
So  convinced  am  I of  the  danger  of  both  that  I consider  legislation 
should  be  enacted  to  prevent  their  use. 

The  manufacture,  sale,  importation  and  stocking  of  infants’  feed- 
ing bottles  wuh  a glass  or  india-rubber  tube  is  legally  forbidden  in 
Germany. 

Infringement  of  the  law  is  punishable  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
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£7  10  0,  or  imprisonment. 

The  articles  mar  be  seized  and  impounded. 

About  one-third  of  the  deaths  amongst  infants  are  due  to  affections 
of  the  digestive  tract,  and  feeding  bottles  with  tubes  are  most  difficult 
to  keep  clean,  and  are  particularly  apt  to  cause  gastro-intestinal  dis- 
orders. 

Of  what  use  is  it  removing  filth  from  rear  dwellings,  excluding  flies 
from  milk,  etc.,  attending  to  sanitation  generally,  if  young  children  are 
allowed  to  definitely  introduce  into  their  bodies  germ-laden  material 
with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  parents.  The  dummy  teat  is  in  most 
rural  cottages  in  your  District  (where  a young  child  exists)  an  actual 
and  indispensible  article  for  the  nursing  routine. 

A grevious  habit  of  the  mother  is  to  introduce  the  dummy  teat  into 
her  own  mouth  thence  to  the  mouth  of  her  child,  thereby  directly  con- 
veying the  seeds  of  any  infection  including  tubercle  if  such  exists. 

After  long  observation  in  your  District,  I cannot  help  reverting  to 
the  maternal  ignorance  so  manifest  in  the  working  population  of  your 
District.  Much  education  is  required  by  the  young  mothers  of  this 
class  in  the  bringing  up  of  their  children.  Every  healthy  mother  should 
realise  the  actual  importance  of  her  natural  secretion,  namely  milk, 

All  means  should  be  brought  to  bear  on  all  mothers  to  suckle  their 
children.  This,  in  many  cases,  has  become  a thing  of  the  past.  It 
cannot  be  too  widely  known  that  the  healthy  mother  with  the  healthy 
milk  brings  up  the  healthy  child.  “ No  artificial  food,  no  milk  from  the 
cow  or  otherwise  equals  that  of  a healthy  mother.” 

I am  still  convinced  that,  owing  to  false  modesty,  that  the  female 
population  of  this  country  is  not  taught  the  responsibility  of  married 
life  before  becoming  mothers.  The  effect  of  infant  mortality  as  arising 
from  the  ignorant  mother  has  never  been  fully  recognised  in  England. 

One  is  bound  to  admit  that  real  health)  progney  is  the  primary 
result  of  healthy  parents.  Give  a healthy  child  its  upbringing  and  the 
maintenance  of  its  health  almost  entirely  depends  upon  the  mother, 
given  good  surroundings. 


MIDWIVES  ACT. 

Two  registered  midwives  reside  in  your  District,  and  a third  does 
private  work  for  the  local  Nursing  Association. 

No  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  has  been  notified,  and  no 
case  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

All  the  nurses  are  trained  women  and  up  to  the  present  I have 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  their  work. 

VACCINATION. 

Number  Vaccinated,  153. 

Number  Exempted,  85. 

Compared  with  last  year  there  are  31  less  vaccinations  and  7 more 
exemptions.  Clearly  the  conscientious  objector  is  gaining  ground. 

My  opinion  on  this  subject  is  well  known  to  you,  and  I cannot 
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help  thinking  that  the  penalty  of  a badly  vaccinated  community  will 
be,  sooner  or  later,  a severe  epidemic  of  small  pox,  although  the  ordin- 
ary cycle  of  the  small  pox  epidemic  is  passed  over. 

\V1  lat  a triumph  it  would  be  for  sanitation,  as  argued  in  some  local" 
ities,  that  small  pox  is  undergoing  some  modification  in  virulence,  and 
thnt  in  common  with  other  infectious  diseases  is  assuming,  apart  from 
vaccination,  a modified  form 

Much  might  be  written  on  this  subject,  and  much  as  I believe  in 
the  Sanitary  influence  as  exercised  by  all  Progressive  Authorities,  I 
have  not  yet  realised  that  such  is  capable  of  practically  exterminating 
the  germ  of  small  pox. 

Vaccination  as  a preventative  of  small  pcm:  still  holds  the  field,  and 
all  up-to-date  Authorities  feel  it  an  incumbent  duty  to  vaccinate  and  re- 
vaccinate  all  those  whose  capacity  may  bring  them  in  contact  with 
small  pox  infection. 

In  Germany  where  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  is  systematically 
carried  out  small  pox  is  practically  an  unknown  disease.

Comparing  with  last  year,  there  is  a decrease  of  four  in  the  deaths, 
an  increase  of  ten  in  the  males  and  a decrease  of  14  in  the  females. 

The  deaths  due  to  malignant  disease  are  nine  ; four  more  than  last 
year.  They  have  occurred  in  the  following  Townships  : — Barnacre, 
Bilsborrnw,  Hambleton,  Pilling,  Out  Rawcliffe,  Over  Wyresdale,  Gar- 
stang  and  Stalmine  two  deaths.  Ages,  46,  64,  65,  69,  71,  74,  75,  76, 
and  77  years. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

This  report  may  be  considered  generally  satisfactory.  Steady 
progress  is  shown,  your  death  rate  is  low. 

Your  infant  mortality  is  much  reduced. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  definitely  on  the  decline,  an  unfortunate  position 
especially  for  a Rural  District. 

Continued  improvement  in  drainage,  cottage  accommodation  and 
water  supplies,  together  with  your  proposed  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the 
likely  effect  on  tubercle  by  Sanatorium  treatment,  I see  no  reason  why 
your  Council  should  not  show  one  of  the  lowest  death  rates  of  any  local- 
ity in  England. 

I have  to  thank  you  for  all  the  kind  interest  you  have  shown  in 
the  Sanitary  well-being  of  your  District.

1 now  add  the  Inspector’s  Report  which  is  a good  record  of  work 
done. 
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To  the  Garstang  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I herewith  have  pleasure  in  handing  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  end- 
ed the  31st  December,  1913. 

INFECTIOUS  CASES. — 64  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  reported  in 
33  houses  during  the  year.  All  cases  were  visited  as  soon  as  reported,  and  disin- 
fectants and  printed  instructions  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease,  were  supplied  free  of  charge.  One  case  was  removed  to  the  Fulwood 
Urban  Cou noil’s  Isolation  Hospital.  Three  houses  were  formed  into  isolation 
areas.  After  the  cases  were  considered  free  from  infection  or  had  been  removed 
to  Hospital,  the  houses,  etc.  were  disinfected  with  formalin. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. — The  two  Registered  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  your  District  are  regularly  inspected  and  are  well  kept. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. — The  fourteen  Slaughter  Houses  in  your  District 
are  regularly  inspected  and  are  well  kept.  I always  found  them  in  a cleanly  con- 
dition. 

I have  examined  a considerable  number  of  carcases  of  meat,  fish  and  fruit, 
and  other  food,  etc.  exposed  for  sale  in  your  District,  and  in  no  case  was  there 
any  unfit  for  food  except  a carcase  of  beef  found  to  be  tubercle,  which  was  seized 
and  destroyed  on  the  order  of  a Justice  of  the  Peace. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS. — No  sample  of  Food  or  Drugs  was  taken  for  analysis 
in  your  District  by  me. 

CANAL  BOATS. — Forty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  twenty-three  boats 
during  the  year.  There  was  no  infringement  of  the  regulations. 

SCAVENGING. — The  scavenging  of  Garstang  is  done  by  contract.  The 
scavenging  of  Calder  Vale  in  the  Township  of  Barnacre-with-Bonds,  and  Scorton 
in  the  Township  of  Nether  Wyresdale  is  done  by  your  workmen  and  is  satisfac- 
tory. The  question  of  scavenging  the  most  congested  places  in  your  District 
ought  to  be  seriously  considered  by  you. 

SEWERING. — A short  length  of  sewer  with  septic  tank  and  bacteria  bed 
has  been  put  down  at  Hollins  Hill,  Forton,  for  twelve  houses,  and  has  abated  a 
serious  nuisance  there.  The  sewering  of  Stonefield,  Garstang,  908  yards  of  12  in. 
and. 9 in.  pipe  sewers  is  now  in  hand  under  my  supervision. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. — Pilling,  Winmarleigh,  Nateby  and  Forton.  The 
question  of  supplying  water  to  these  Townships  is  still  under  consideration. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. — The  builders’  quantities  for  the  erection  of  the 
Infectious  Hospital  are  in  hand,  and  I expect  you  will  shortly  advertise  for  ten- 
ders for  its  erection. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. — Eighty-one  Factory  and  Workshops 
have  been  inspected  in  your  District  and  are  generally  well  kept, 

BAKEHOUSES. — Nine  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  are  well  kept. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  your  District. 

KNACKERS’  Y’ARDS. — The  two  Knackers’  Yards  in  your  District  are  regu- 
larly inspected  and  are  well  kept. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. — Thirty-nine  Cowsheds  and  two  Dairies  are 
registered  in  your  District.  Ten  Cowsheds  are  having  work  done  recommended 
by  the  visiting  Committee,  with  a view  to  their  being  registered,  and  two  applica- 
tions for  registration  are  being  considered. 

The  whole  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  periodically  inspected  and  on  the 
whole  they  are  well  kept. 
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TOWNS  PLANNING. — The  inspection  of  Hambleton  and  the  major  portion 
of  Great  Eccleston  was  completed  in  1913.  Pilling,  Garstang  and  Stalmine  are 
in  hand,  and  I expect  shortly  to  have  them  completed.  Calder  Yale  in  Barnacre- 
with-Bonds  and  Bleasdale  Township  have  been  re-inspected. 

BUILDING  IN  THE  DISTRICT. — Again  there  has  been  a greater  number 
of  houses  built  in  your  District  during  1913  than  any  previous  year  since  a record 
has  been  kept,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  the  year  1914  will  again  be  a favourable 


year  for  building.

Instructions  for  Preventing  the  Spread  of  Infection. 


When  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  home,  the 
following;  rules  should  be  strictly  observed  : — 

o V 

1.  — The  patient  should  be  separated  from  the  other  members  of 
the  family,  as  completely  as  the  dwelling  permits.  Where  possible  all 
cases  should  be  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital. 

2.  — Remember  the  danger  of  infection  is  the  same  in  all  cases, 
whether  mild  or  severe. 

3.  — Remove  all  unnecessary  articles  of  furniture,  curtains,  carpets, 
books,  etc.,  out  of  the  sick-room,  immediately  at  the  commencement  of 
the  illness. 

4 — The  room  should  be  always  kept  well  ventilated. 

5.  — The  door  of  the  room  should  be  kept  closed,  and  on  the  outside 
of  the  door  should  be  hung  a sheet,  and  this  sheet  should  be  kept  wet 
with  disinfectant  solution. 

6.  — A large  vessel  containing  disinfectant  solution  should  be  kept  in 
the  room.  All  bed  and  body  linen,  on  its  removal  from  the  person  of 
the  patient,  should  be  immediately  placed  therein,  as  the  c umnon  habit 
of  carrying  dirty  clothing  through  the  kitchen  or  other  rooms  in  the 
house,  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned. 

7.  — The  attendants  should  wear  washing  clothes,  and  should  always 
wash  and  disinfect  her  hands  and  face  and  change  her  shoes  and  outer 
clothing  after  leaving  the  sick-room. 

8.  — Handkerchiefs  should  not  be  allowed  for  use  by  patients,  but 
only  rags  or  paper  handkerchiefs  that  can  afterwards  be  burned. 

9.  — No  food  or  drink  which  has  been  in  the  sick-room  should  be 
taken  outside,  but  be  burned  on  the  fire  of  the  hick-room.  Cups 
glasses,  spoons,  or  other  articles  that  have  been  handled  by  the  patient 
or  been  in  the  sick-room,  should  be  immersed  in  a disinfectant  solution 
for  at  least  15  minutes  before  removal  from  such  room. 

10.  — The  discharges  from  the  patient  should  be  received  into  a 
vessel  containing  a disinfectant  solution,  before  removal,  and  should  be 
either  burnt  or  buried  at  least  o feet  deep,  in  such  a place  that  is  not 
likely  to  be  dug  up,  and  not  less  than  60  feet  from  any  well,  spring,  or 
stream. 

11.  — No  neighbours,  visitors,  etc.,  must  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
house. 

12.  — When  scales  or  crusts  form  upon  the  skin,  it  must  be  kept 
smeared  with  Carbolic  Oil.  The  advice  of  the  Medical  Attendant 
being  acted  upon. 
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13.  — The  patient  should  not  he  allowed  to  sleep  in  the  same  room 
as  any  healthy  person,  until  at  least  a fortnight  after  complete 
recovery. 

14.  — No  children  from  a house  where  infectious  disease  exists  must 
be  allowed  to  attend  any  school  or  mix  with  other  children,  and  the 
rest  of  the  family  should  as  far  as  possible  avoid  associating  with 
others.  Children  must  not  return  to  school  after  infections  disease, 
until  a Medical  Certificate  is  given. 

Id. — Idle  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary  Inspector  must  be 
informed  when  the  illness  is  at  an  end.  Disinfection  of  a house  must 
be  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  disinfection  will  he  carried  out  hy  the  Councils  Officials,  free  of 
charge,  if  so  desired  bv  the  occupier.  After  disinfection  a thorough 
cleansing  should  he  effected  ; everything  washable  should  he  first 
steeped  in  a disinfectant  solution  and  then  washed. 

16.  — All  wall  paper  must  where  directed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  he  stripped  from  the  walls  and  the  wall  kept  limewashed  for 
at  least  1 <1  months  afterwards. 

17.  — The  occupiers  of  any  Infected  Dwelling,  must  not,  under  any 
circumstances,  sell,  remove,  or  cause  to  be  rem  >ved,  any  milk,  or  other 
articles,  such  as  Clothing  or  Food,  from  the  premises,  without  the 
special  permission  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

18.  — Disinfectants  are  supplied  gratis,  in  all  notifiable  infectious 
cases,  by  the  Council.  Application  for  same  to  be  made  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Town  Hall,  Garstang.  It  should  he  seen  that 
disinfectants  are  used  in  accordance  with  the  directions  on  the  labels 
accompanying  them.

Exposure  of  Infected  Persons  and  things  under  the  Public 

Health  Act , 1875. 

Sec.  12  b. — “ Any  person  who 

u While  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder  wilfully 
exposes  himself  without  proper  precautions  against  spreading  the 
said  disorder  in  any  street,  public  place,  shop,  inn,  or  public  con- 
veyance, or  enters  any  public  conveyance  without  previously 
notifying  to  the  owner,  conductor,  or  driver  thereof,  that  lie  is  so 
suft'eriug,  or  being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffering,  so  exposes 
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such  sufferer,  or  gives,  lends,  sells,  transmits,  or  exposes,  without 
previous  disinfection,  any  bedding,  clothing,  ragtf,  or  other  things, 
which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  from  any  such  disorder, 
, shall  be  liable  to  a PENALTY  not  exceeding  FIVE  POUNDS, 
and  a person  who  while  suffering  from  any  such  disorder  enters 
any  public  conveyance  without  previously  notifying  to  the  owner 
or  driver  that  he  is  so  suffering,  shall  in  addition  be  ordered  by 
the  Court  to  pay  such  owner  and  driver  the  amount  of  any  loss 
and  expense  they  may  incur  in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  with  respect  to  disinfection  of  the  conveyance.” 

After  this  notice  this  Council  will  enforce  the  above-named 
penalty  against  all  persons  offending.

Important  Leaflet 

regarding  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  or 

CONSUMPTION. 

These  Notes  are  not  intended  solely  for  those  who  are 
affected  with  Consumption,  although  they  are  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  patients.  Every  human  being,  of  whatever  age  or 
class,  however  strong  or  healthy,  may  become  liable  to  contract 
tuberculosis,  and  yet,  with  care,  no  one  need  have  it, — not  even 
the  nearest  relatives  of  consumptive  persons. 

It  has  been  cleanly  shown  that  the  prevalence  of 
tuberculosis  can  be  subdued  by  the  adoption  of  proved  safeguards, 
and  the  Sanitary  Authority  are  desirous  of  doing  their  part  to 
secure  for  everyone  the  benefit  of  those  safeguards. 

If  you  are  not  a patient  you  can  do  much  service 
by  reading  the  “ General  Information  ” given  overleaf,  and  by  con- 
ducting yourself  and  your  household  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
laid  down  there.  Your  help  is  needed  in  the  work  of  stamping  out 
the  disease. 

If  you  are  unfortunately  affected  or  threatened 
with  the  disease  you  can  do  still  more  effective  service  for  yourself 
and  for  others  by  loyally  following  the  “Advice  to  Consumptives  ” 
given  on  page  3.  The  Government  have  ordered  that  every  case 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  shall  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  but  the  object  is  simply  to  enlist  the  patient’s  services 
in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis  and  to  offer  him  or  her  every  pos- 
sible assistance.  The  notification  is  regarded  as  confidential  and 
will  not  be  used  in  any  way  to  the  detriment  of  the  patient.

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Consumption  is  entirely  due  to  a germ,  and  it  spreads  by  in- 
fection. 

It  is  not  inherited,  and  although  some  people  seem  to  inherit 
a susceptible  constitution,  the  disease  can  be  avoided. 

A strong  and  healthy  constitution  may  become  susceptible  to 
consumption  by  unhealthy  conditions  or  habits  of  life  which  render 
one  less  able  to  resist  infection. 

A person  does  not  take  the  disease  by  mere  contact  with  a 
consumptive  ; therefore  there  is  no  need  to  avoid  a person  who  is 
supposed  to  be  consumptive.  If  a patient  follows  the  “Advice  ” 
given  on  the  next  page  he  will  cease  to  be  a danger  to  himself  and 
his  associates. 

Probably  everyone  takes  in  germs  of  consumption  at  one  time 
or  another,  because  these  germs  are  found  in  the  dust  of  places 
where  there  is  no  protection  against  spitt’ng  and  coughing  ; but 
healthy  persons  who  observe  the  following  conditions  need  not 
fear  : — 

(1)  See  that  your  rooms  are  clean,  airy  and  well  lighted; 
thoroughly  and  continually  ventilated  day  and  night.  Observe 
this  at  work  as  well  as  at  home.  Fresh  air  is  the  great  preventive 
agent,  therefore  spend  as  much  of  your  leisure  as  possible  out  of 
doors. 

(2)  Let  your  food  be  good  and  sufficient  ; avoid  indulgence 
in  alcoholic  liquors  and  debilitating  habits  ; observe  regular  hours 
for  food  and  rest. 

(3)  Keep  your  body  clean  and  warmly  clad  ; never  neglect 
an  ordinary  “ cold.”  and  never  remain  in  wet  clothes  or  boots. 

(I)  Remember  that  infection  may  lurk  in  the  dust  of 
houses,  work-places,  etc.  ; therefore  insist  on  regular  and  thorough 
cleansing  without  commotion, — e.p.,  moist  sweeping  and  damp 
dusting. 

(5)  Do  not  sleep  in  the  same  room  as  a consumptive  patient 
if  avoidable,  and  never  in  the  patient’s  bed. 

The  great  points  for*  those  who  would  avoid  the 
disease  are, — Fresh  out-door  air,  good  food,  well  ven- 
tilated and  clean  rooms,  regular  habits,  suitable  work, 
exercise  and  rest. 


ADVICE  TO  CONSUMPTIVES. 


Page  3. 

Early  cases  of  consumption  can  be  cured, 

and  other  cases  can  be  benefited  by  careful  and  continuous  prac- 
tice of  the  precautions  described  in  this  leaflet,  supplemented  by 
proper  medical  advice. 

The  germs  of  consumption  are  coughed  up  and  spat  out 
by  patients  and,  if  not  destroyed,  these  germs  are  capable,  not  only 
of  setting  up  the  disease  in  other  persons,  but  of  re-infecting  the 
patient.  Hence  it  is  imperative  in  everyone’s  interest  that  all 
patients  should  observe  great  care,  as  follows  : — 

N ever  cough,  except  into  a handkerchief,  paper  napkin  or 
rag  which  can  be  treated  as  described  later. 

N ever  spit,  except  into  a vessel  specially  provided  for  the 
purpose  or  into  a rag  which  is  to  be  burnt.  Spitting  vessels  must 
contain  disinfectant  and  must  be  frequently  cleansed  by  boiling, 
the  contents  being  first  burned  or  put  down  a W.C.  or  buried  in 
earth.  (They  must  not  be  put  down  a sink.) 

N ever  swallow  the  phlegm,  as  that  merely  carries  the  in- 
fection into  other  channels  with  consequent  evil  results. 

N ever  remain  in  overcrowded  ill-ventilated  rooms,  day  or 
night.  Keep  the  body  warm  without  shutting  out  fresh  air. 

N ever  unduly  tax  the  strength  by  overwork,  unsuitable  ex- 
ercise, long  hours  or  excesses  of  any  kind. 


A consumptive  person  should  sleep  alone,  and  with  the  win- 
dows constantly  open;  should  not  kiss  or  be  kissed  on  the  lips; 
should  have  his  or  her  own  towel,  handkerchief,  table  utensils, 
etc.  The  handkerchiefs  or  rags,  used  by  the  patient  when  cough- 
ing or  spitting,  should  not  be  placed  loosely  in  the  pocket  where 
they  may  dry  and  scatter  germs  ; but  they  should  be  carried  in  a 
separate  linen  bag  or  pocket  which  can  be  boiled  along  with  the 
handkerchiefs. 

In  regard  to  personal  treatment,  diet,  clothing, 
exercise,  etc.,  medical  advice  should  be  followed  in 
all  cases. 


NOTES  FOR  THE  HOUSEHOLDER. 


All  living  rooms,  bedrooms  and  work  rooms  should  be  airy 
and  well  ventilated  by  means  of  open  windows  and  fireplaces. 

Abundance  of  daylight  and  fresh  air  is  essential.  Cleanliness 
is  also  very  important  and  should  be  regularly  and  thoroughly 
attended  to. 

Moist  sweeping  and  damp-dusting  are  advisable,  to  avoid 
raising  dangerous  dust.  Floors  should  be  scrubbed. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  will  undertake  the  disinfection  of  any 
room  vacated  permanently  or  temporarily  by  a patient,  or  of  anv 

clothing  or  other  materials  needing  disinfection. 

Disinfectants  will  be  supplied  free  of  charge  on  application  to 
the  Inspector,  at  the  Council  Offices,  Garstang.
